HE following are fome Remarks on a 
Preface to a late Play. As there are 
many mifreprefentations in it, and as | 
have endeavoured to fet the author 
right ; you will oblige me particular- 
ly by inierting them in your Journal, 
who am your conitant reader. 
'*Tis the old ftale pretence, when any objection has 
been made to a perfon’s conduct or performances, that 
the chief ground of diflike was owing to party. By this 
happy evafion, a man has an opportunity of making a 
handiome retreat, without ever bringing his behaviour 
or merit into the queftion. —-+gIhe author of the La- 
dics Revenge, in the Preface to his ingenious play, has 
by this means very judicioufly accounted for the ill fuc- 
cefs of it. A report (as he obferves) having been indu/- 
trionfly ipred all over the town, that it was acourt-play, 
und therefore to be oppaied, numbers came inta the bouje 
sith an intent to damn it at all events. This is men- 
tioned as a motive, which occafioned the discontinuing a 
play that had bcen well received by the toon in general. — 
As this relates to the reception it met with the firft night, 
being myfelf there, I have reafon to apprehend it to be 
an intira mifreprefentation.: — ‘There appeared no pre- 
meditated malice before in the audience. — The Prologue 
was received with univerfal applaufe ; and during the 
firft act, there, wasa perfect decency kept up. ——— The 
tirlt hiis I heard, was in the firlt fcene of the fecond 
a%t: nor was there any confufion, "till the furprifing ca- 
taltrophe at lait, and the difcovery, by the failor, which 
the author has had judginent enough to trike out fince 
its firit performance. The only appearance of 
party that I obferved, was a cabal’ of about 20 or 30 
perions (whofe faces I have feen about the offices at 
Whitehall). who. placed themfelves in the middle of 
the pit, and were very clamorous in their applaufes : 











particularly, Erenicmber, in the Pre/ogue, they intirely | 


ipoilt fome good lines, by clapping out 
the middle of verfes, and interrupting the aétor before 
she fi was compleated. After the performance in- 
deed, the generality of the fpectators, having experienced 
the author’s abilities, were mutinous on the giving out 
the play again ; but this we hope can’t be called preme- 
ditated malice. 

The fecond night, confiftently with what the Preface 
obferves, it was acted ceithout any mark of dilpleafure ; 
unlefs it may be thought a park of difpleature, to be 
acted to little or no audience. So that to the author’s 
hoait of his play’s furviving the fecond night, we may

Antercit. “Their firft public declaration was a hits, which

Was todowed by the other cuftomary methods, which 
nation has uled time immemorial, in order

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of the effcét it produced. But here again the author e!- 
ther miltakes, er mifreprefents, by leaving out the mott 
material part of the propofal. ‘Twas to this purpote, 
‘ That as he found the houfe divided, he hoped they 
‘ would not carry their exceptions to the piece fo far, 
‘ as to deprive the reft of the audience of their diver- 
* fion that night; but he gave Ais word it fhould be pre- 
jented no more’. As I imagine this was the only end 
they aimed at; they joined with the reit of the au- 
dience in bidding them go on. After which, all was 
quiet, nor was there (as our author blunders) any w7avi- 
mity in the houfe to turn thole out that divided againft 
them. Indeed fome time betore, a number of 
foot-men out of the upper gallery propofed that as a me- 
thod for procuring quiet : but whether the reit of the 
pit did not find themfelves a great majority, or whether 
they delpifed fo ungenteel proceedings, the protelters ftill 
maintained their ground, ‘till Mr. Quin had made his 
overture of peace : after which, they fat, two or three 
minutes. - But indeéd it is no wonder to me, 
that not being able to give a fecond hearing to the fame 
repeated infipidity, they foon left the houfe, which was 
notable nigh to defray charges, betore they went; and 
were followed by a hifs of a few of the author’s friends. 
The behaviour of the remaining {pectators, during the 
relt of the play, their fighs and yawns, feemed to mea 
demonftration, that had this picce efcaped ‘a violent 
death, it muft, in one night mores inevitably have 
died a natural one. 

Such was its fate ! and yet the modeft author has ex- 
pofed it to public view, headed by a motto, no ways in- 
terior in confidence to that before the Rivas Medes 
Interdum tamen (SF vocem Comedia tolhit. 
The feveral loofe fcenes of chamber-maids converfation, 
the relation of Sir Livety’s Paris adventure, and moit 
of the third aét in Mrs. DanNweLv’s houfe, {uficiently 
juftity the application of that line. —- In thofe places 
he fynks below farce ; and when he aims at high comedy, 
he runs either into a itiff pompoufnets, or low inlipi- 
dity. 

Don’t therefore let the author flatter himfelf, that the 
ill {uccefs of his play is owing to any party confidera- 
tions. For I am apt to believe, there were amongkt 
thofe who have manifefted their diflike to this comedy, 
perfons as zealous and fanguine for the prefent govern- 
ment, as he can pretend to bes who yet were unwilling, 
that noniente fhould be obtruded on them under the re- 
fleéting pretence, that it was backed by the Court.
